SEDITION LAW DEBATE 
CAUSES BITTER WORDS

Hoar and Tillman Tell Foraker They 
Would Like To Be Hanged 
Fighting for Such a Cause 
as That of the Fil- 
ipinos. 


Washington, February 6.—For four 
hours today the senate had the Philippine 
tariff biil under discussion. The mensare 
Was completed so far as the Philippine 
commission is concerned, all of the com- 
mittee amendments being adopted, Sev- 
eral other amendments, however, will be 
offered and one or two being pending. 

Toward the close of the session the 
discussion became heated. In response 
to a resolution offered several days ago 


_by Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, the secretary 


of war transmitted to the senate the 
sedition laws enacted by the Philippine 
commission. They were read in full, and 
immediately drew the fire of the oppe- 
nents of the government Philippine policy. 

Mr.. Hoar, of Mgssachusetts, expressed 
his astonishment that such laws should 
be enforced by the government authori- 


ties. 

Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, had read from the 
Revised Statutes of the United States the 
lawa@ of congress relating to the crime cf 
treason and similar offenses against the 
government, and said that the acts pass- 
ed by the Philippine commission were 
almost identical in thetr language with the 
jaws enacted by congrers in the days of 
the fathers of the republic, and that there 
was nothing. unprecedented or unusua 
about them. 

To Welcome with Bloody Hands. 

The Ohio senator“was interrupted con- 
finually, and had several warm colloquies 
with senators who were opposing him. In 
one of them he announced with great 
earnestness that the American army 
hever would return from the Philippines 
until 1t,.returned yictoriouw. ... 

Durifig the debate Senator Hoar quoted 
Thomas Corwin’s famous remark about 
the Mexican wgr, “‘that if he were a Mex- 
ican he would welccme the yankees with 
bloody hands to hcrpitable’ graves,’ leav- 
ing the inference that Senator Hoar, if 
he were a Filipino, would accord the same 
ecrt of welcome to Americans. 

In tne conclusicn of the debate Mr. 
Hoar poured oil on the troubled waters 
of the senate, maintaining that men might 
well differ on any of the great questions 
now before the country, but that all were 
thoroughly loyal to the country, and were 
doing their duty as they saw it. 

Early in the day Mr. Seott,. of West 
Virginia, delivered a. speech in which he 
advocated an investigation of the San 
Bias 1:oute for an isthmian canal, and 
Mr. Hansbrough made a carefully pre- 
pared address on his bill tc provide a na- 
tional! system of irrigation of arid lands.

IN GOLD COIN 


To Be Paid by United States 
for the Cession of Dan- 
ish West Indies. 


TERMS OF THE TREATY 
AT LAST MADE PUBLIC 


Several Obligations of the Danish 
Government Assumed by the 
United States—No Provis- 
ion Is Made for a 
Plebiscite. 


Washington, February 6.—The treaty 
between the United States and Denmark 
for the cession of the Danish West Indian 
islands, St. Thomas, St. John and St. 
Croix, which was negotiated recently be- 
tween Secretary Hay and Minister Brun, 
provides in article 1. for the cession of the 
islands and appurtenances in full sov- 
ercignty entire and unencumbered with 
all the dominion, rights and powers which 
Denmark now possesses, exercises, asserts 
and claims therein except the finencial 
claims now held by Denmark against the 
colonial treasuries of the islands . which 
are extinguished. The United States as- 
sumes the obligations of the Danish gov- 
ernment toward the St. Thomas Foating 
Dock Company and the Weaf India ana 
Panama. Telegraph Company. 

Article 2 conveys to the United States 
the absolute fee and ownership of all 
public, government or crown lands, publie 
buildings, ports, harbors, fortifigations, 
barracks and al] other public property of 
every kind and description belonging to 
the government of Denmark except arms 
and military stores. These may, however, 
be bought by the United States. It ts 
agreed that the congregations belonging 
to the Danish nationa) church shall re- 
main in possession of the churches and 
parsonages. 

Government archives become the prop- 
erty of the United States. 

Article 3 provides that Danish subjects 
residing in the island may remain therein 
Or not at will, retaining in either event 
all their rights of property, including the 
right to sell or dispose of such property 
or its proceeds, and in case they remain 
in the sessions they shall enjoy all the 
private, municipal rights and liberties se- 
cured to them by the laws now in force. 
Those who remain in the islands may 
preserve their allegiance to the crown of 
Denmark by making within two years a 
declaration of their decision to preserve 
such allegiance, In default of which they 


| shali-be-held-to have renounced it. 


The civil rights and the political status 
of the inhabitants of the island shall be 
determined by congress subject to the 
regulations contained in the present law. 
It also provides for formal delivery of 
ownership immediately after payment of 
price of cession and for the withdrawal 
of Danish troops. 

Article 5 fixes the sum to be paid Den- 
mark at $5,000,000 in gold coin. 

Article 6 provides for the reference 
differences arising under the’ treaty 
the court of arbitration at The Hague 

Article 7 provides for the exchange 
ratifications at Washington within six 
months after date. The date is January 
24, 1902.

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but the President Can Expecl 
Much Aid from Congress 
in Crusade 


NEARLY ALL OFFICERS 
MEMBERS OF COMBINE 


Some Malignant Cases Among the 
Representatives in Congress. 
Every Branch of the Public 
Service Maintains Lobby 
at Washington.

Washington, February 6.—(Special,)— 
President Roosevelt cannot expect much 
assistance from congress in his crusade 
against salary grabbers and those in the 
public service, many of whom indignantly 
resent his recent order prohibiting the use 
of influence in behalf of a general or a 
special increase in salaries. It will re- 
quire all the courage of his strenuous 
nature to eheck and weed out @ pIvc- 
tice which has been fostered in the pub- 
lic service almost since the foundation 
of the government. 

As sweeping as was the recent execu- 
tive order of the president against what 
might be termed the “salary grabbing 
trust,”” which permeates every branch 
of the federal service, it is not regarded 
seriously by many of the persons at 
whom the presidential decree was aimed. 
The much talked of surplus in the treas- 
ury has made almost every. official of 
high or low degree a member of the 
trust. 

The trouble which confronts the pres- 
ident in hts effort to suppress the salary 
increase fever which is raging so furious- 
ly throughout tee pubic serv- 
ice, is ‘that some of the most 
malignant cases exist among the 
law-makers in congress. Way down 
under the surface a majority of the rgem- 
bers of the house and senate sincerely 
believe they are entitled to more pay than 
they now receive. But few of them have 
the courage to admit it publicly, but 
they do not hesitate ‘to declare it pri- 
vately. They grow timjd when they recall 
the fate of the “salary grabber’ in a 


}.previous congress. 


Maudlin Sentiment. 

There is a great deal of maudlin senti- 
ment wasted over the poorly paid em- 
ployees of the government. As a matter 
of fact those who render the most diffi- 
cult service’and endyre the greatest hard- 
ships are, as a rule, -the poorest paid, 
There are many heartrending instances 
which might be cite@ in behalf of the 
soldiers’ widows and other overworked 
and insufficiently paid employees of the 
government, but that class can hardly 
be included in the salary grabbitg tru:t. 

President Roosevelt does not need to be 
told that almost every branch of the 
public service maintaing a lobby at Wash- 
ington to keep up a perpetual agitation 
in congress for advance in salaries. His 
experience as a ciyil service commissioner 
and later as assistant secretary 
of the navy taught him of the 
existence of these well organized 
and jiberally pala _ lobbies. The 
army, the navy, the revenue marine serv- 
ice, the plate printers, the letter carrlers, 
the printers. and book binders, the me- 
chanics in the government navy yards, 
the clerks in the various departments, 
and employees of almost every description 
are said to cheerfully submit to regyilar 
assessments to pay the expenses of their 
authorized ‘influence’ to reside in Wash-

Mr. Wilson Republiean Referee. 

Mr. Wilson is a well-known newspipcer 
man of Mississipp! and argued that he 
should’ secure democratic votes on the 
ground thet he is a democrat. Senator 
Money at one time manifested a disposi- 
tion to oppose his ecufirmation with the 
ala of democretic votes, not because he 
objected to democrats being appointed to 
office when the president acknowledged 
that he could not find good renublicans, 
but because of Mr. Wilson's dual relation- 
ship to the republican admiristration. Not 
only is he a federal officcholder, bu: he 
occupies the rather unique position of 
referee for the administration in the 
matter of 211 minor appointments for Mis- 
elseippi.

Adam Worth, “Alias Henry J. 
Raymond, Has Passed 
Away in London. 


STOLE “GAINESBOROUGH” 
QUARTER OF CENTURY AGO 


Brought the Famots Painting to 
Chicago and Restored It to Its 
Owners Last April—Pinker- 
ton Tells of Its Re- 


covery.

Chicago, February 6—Adam Worth, 
alias Henry J. Raymond, and known as 
the ‘‘Napoleon of Crime,’’ is dead in Lon- 
don, and with the announcement of his 
death today all the details of the recov- 
ery of the celebrates Gainesborough 
painting were made public in Chicago. 

When the famous picture was restored 
to its owner in Chicago last April there 
were many surmisés ‘fis to the medium of 
its return. William A. Pinkerton, who 
made the fcrmal announcement of the re- 
covery of the painting; refused to confirm 
or deny any of the stories. Now that 
Worth is dead, Mr. Pinkerton can speak. 
Worth gave him: written permission to 
reveal the Gainestborotigh secret after he 
had died. 

Wrapped in oi] cloth, the canvas was 
handed over to C. Moreland Agnew one 
morning last April, in Chicago, by Worth, 
who twenty-five years before had cut thd 
painting from its frame in the Agnew gal- 
leries in London. Ths return of the 
painting took place in Mr. Pinkerton’'s 
private office. The ,owner of the pigture 
hurried back to London for fear the 
T’nited States authorities would demand a 
custom duty on the work, which had be: @ 
secreted In this country for fifteen years. 

It was while in London that Worth 
conceived the idea of carrying off the 
Gainesborough picture, 

His first plan was to rob the Royal 
Academy of its art treasures. Then he 
changed Ris inind and directed his atten- 
tion to the Gainesborovgh picture. As- 
sisted by his pariner, he elimbed into the 
Agnew gallery one night, ent the paint- 
ing from its canvageani carried it away. 
Worth owned a stcam yacht and the can- 
vas was taken aboaré and concealed there 
until he sold the vessel to Lord Lonsdale. 
Then he took fhe painting to Paris, and 
finally brought it to brica,. where it 
was concealed for years. In the 
reantime Worth was arrested in Brussels 
and forced to serve seven years. 

Mr. Pinkerton had Known Worth for 
thirty years. Two years ago Mr. Pinker- 
ton received a telegram telling him that 
an important letter was at his home. Th» 
letter was from Worth, who asked an in- 
terview. This was granted, and Worth 
said he was going to die, and wanted to 
“turn up’ the Gainesborough picture in 
order that his two children, who had been 
educated in a ccnvent, might enjoy the 
proceeds, 

Through a hitch the picture was not re- 
covered at that time. Worth returned to 
London, and early last spring he fulfilled 
his bargain.

gress, persistenthy urge legislation intend- 
ed to advance salaries. 
Made.Secretly. 

Those who will take the trouble to in- 
vestigate this subject will find that in 
almost every instance the subscriptions 
or donations made to support the “influ- 
ences” are secretly but cheerfully made. 
When the contributors are asked why 
they permit themselves to be imposed 
upon in this way, they become indignant, 
and declare that they cannot always 
reach the men who control these mat- 
ters, and it is to their interest to have 
a paid attorney look after their interests. 
Others declare that they have a right to 
spend their money as they choose. and 
if they are satisfied to submit to assess- 
ments to support their ‘walking dele- 
gates’ it is nobody’s business. 

A few years ago congress increased the 
compensation of the printers and book- 
binders at the government printing  of- 
fice. The increase was actually a restora- 
tion of former wages, made abmlutely 
upon the practical recommendations of 
the public printer. Notwithstamling this 
fact, a former New York congressman, 
who claimed to have certain influence 
at the capitol, was paid a fee of $25,000 
for services rendered in connection with 
the. restoration of the former salaries to 
printers in the government printing of- 
fice. Every man in the printing branch of 
the office was assessed a certain amount 
to pay the attorney's fee; and when 
these men were asked why they allowed 
themselves to be thus gulled, they be- 
came indignant and declared that thev 
considered thdt their money had been 
well spent. They added that they did 
not care Whether their attorney had ren- 
dered any service or not; they had ob- 
tained the desired increase in comp#@isa- 
tion and that was al! they cared to know 
about how it. was accomplished, or who 
was entitled to the credit for the act. 

Big Job Undertaken, 

Similar instances might be cited all 
down the line, and President Roosevelt 
will probably find that he has undertaken 
that which will challenge all the courage 
and honest desire to reward merit that he 
can muster. Those whom he probably 
intends to protect and relieve from the 
grasp of a pald lobby resent his inter- 
ference in what they consider their pri- 
vate interests, and it is understood that 
a number of families live in luxury from 
exerting their alleged influence in the 
executive, judicial and legislative 
branches of the government.

New York, February 6.—Andrew Carne- 
gic tonight formally preserted to the 
Stevens institute of Technology, at Ho- 
boken, N. J., the new building erected at 
his expense and known as the ‘“‘Carnegie 
Laboratory of Engineering.’’ The cere- 
monies consisted of the delivery of the 
keys of the building to Mr. Carnegie by 
the architect and the handing of these 
keys by Mr. Carnegie to 8S. Bayard Dodd, 
president of the board of trustees, a few 
appropriate words accompanying the do- 
natéon and acceptance. 

Following this was the presentation to 
Mr. Carnegie by Dr. Henry Morton, pres- 
ident of the faculty, acting for the alumni 
association, of a beautiful decorated silver 
box containing a piece of the first ‘‘T’’ 
rail ever made. This rai] was invented 
by R. L. Stevens and made in 1830 by 
Sir John Guest at his works in Wales, 
under the persona! supervision of Mr. 
Stevens. It was with these rails that the 
Camden and Amboy railroad was laid in 
1831. 

The collation which followed he exer- 
cises was novel in point of table decora- 
tions. There was a smelting furnace 4 
feet high, which gave out a stream of 
punch; railroad tracks on which ran 
flatcarsontruckssupporting ‘“‘ingot molds” 
and “‘ladles”’ filled with salads, an ‘‘open 
hearth furnace’’ so illuminated as to ap- 
pear red hot but yielding fried oysters; a 
Bessemer converter holding fancy cakes, 
kegs containing rail spikes of bread and 


cake and ice cream, served in the form of 
“T’ rails.

Contractor Plume Tells of Unhealth- 
iness of the Section.

“Kor the establishment of a permanent 
corps of expert auditors who shall have 
authority under the supervision of the 
interstate cemmerce commission to exam- 
ine periodically the accounts of all rail- 
road companies. 

“That, to further the effectiveness of 
the commission, its membership should 
be directly representative of the various 
interests concerned in the persons of 
shippers or business men, traffic experts 
(rail and water), and men of regal train- 
ing and the number of commissioners 
should be increased to seven. 

“That legislation analogous to the antl- 
stockwatering statutes of Massachusetts 
be enacted by the several states. 

“That railroad companies be prohibited 
by law from making lower freight rates 
upon imports billed to the intertor of this 
country, in connection with ocean trans- 
portation or otherwise. than are made on 
similar articles from the seaboard to the 
interior or than are made from one inland 
point to another, when fhe distance is 
not greater.’ 

Regarding Agriculture. 

Prefacing its recommendations regard- 
ing agriculture, the commission says that 
‘ogriculture has derived more benefit 
from ‘the establishment of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and from its admin- 
istrative werk than from any other fed- 
eral legislation.’”. It makes the following 
recommendations on this subject: 

“That the secretary of agrsculture be 
given authority: 

“To inspect dairy products intended for 
export and to certify to their grade and 
quality. 

“To fix standard grades for cereals, 
based on season of. growing, quality and 
weight per measure, and, when intended 
for export, to inspect and certify the 
Same. 

“Ts eause stock cars and stock yards 
to be cleansed and disinfected whenever 
he considers such action necessary. 

“To make adequate regulations prohib- 
iting the shipment of uninspected: or dis- 
eased meat from one state to another, 
or to foreign countries. 

“To require and direct the proper dis- 
position of diseased meat. 

“That a mvre comprehensive penalty 
clause for shipping diseased meat be en- 
acted. 

To Inspect Nursery Stock. 
“That a law be enacted to provide: 
“For the inspection of nursery stock 

intended for interstate commerce or for 
export, and prohibiting the transportation 
of diseased, infected or uninspected nurs- 
ery stock and for rules and regulations 
to govern the importation of hursery 
stock and fruit, and prohibiting the im- 
portation of diseased, infected or unin- 
spected nursery stock or fruit. 

“That adequate legislation be enacted 
by S@2 several states, whef> needed, to 
control such diseases as glanders, tuber- 
culosis, etc. 

“That whatever changes may be made 
in the tariff, by reciprocity or offierwise, 
adequate protection to the beet sugar in- 
dustry be maintained. 

“That increased appropriations be made 
by the congress for bu‘lding sample 
stretches of improved road in various 
sections of the country, so as to en- 
courage the more rapid construction of 
such roads at state and local expense. 

“That free rural delivery be extended. 

‘That the policy of setting aside forest 
preserves, already inaugurated, be ex- 
tended.

OUT OF PRISON 
INTO OFFICE 


Charged That Ben Daniels, 
Named by President, 
Is Ex-Convict. 


ALLEGED DANIELS DEALT 
_A“BRACE” GAME OF FARO 


Nomination to Arizona Marshalship 
Has Been Held Up by Senate. 
Daniels Served Under the 
President in the Cuban 
Campaign.

Washington, February 6.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt is represented as be- 
ing very much surprised at the record of 
one of his recent appointees 4s presented 
to the public through the medium of 
newspaper dispatches from Wyoming. 

The man involved is ‘Ben’ Daniels, 
who kas just been confirmed as United 
States marshal for Arizona. Daniels got 
an individual paragraph for his bravery 
in the Roosevelt book, “The Rough 
Riders,’’ and he has been given some- 
thing even more substantial in the shape 
of this marshalship. A good many peopie 
in Arizona resented the appointment, and 
the. confirmation was withheld by the 
senate at the instance of Senator Hoar, 
chairman of the committee on judiciary. 
The Massachus2tts senator had been told 
that Danieis has a record in the west as 
a gambler, and he thought it might be 
well to investigate before voting for him 
for this position in which he is expected 
to uphold the law. 

Faced by Prison Records. 

Now, however, there come some prison 
records to stare the new marshal, the 
president and the senate in their respec- 
tive faces. A Cheyenne dispatch tells of 
Daniets’ past in this way: 

“Great surprise nas been caused here 
at the receipt of news trom Washington 
that the senate on ‘Thursday last connurm- 
ed the nomination of Ben Vaniels, it that 
is reaily his name, as United States mMar- 
shal ot Arizona. His career as swindler, 
gambier and desperado was Known to 
certain people in Washington before Als 
appointment, but it seems hardly credit- 
abie that the senate committee on the 
judiciary, who. passed upon his nomina- 
tion, Knew that he has a prison record 
as a convict. But here is a page copied 
from the description book of convicts in 
the United States penitentiary at Laramie 
City, Wyo., which is ot record in the 
office of the United States marshal in 
this city: 

‘**Name, Benjamin Daniels. Registered 
No. 86; received, Nov. 29, 1879; crime, 
larceny. sentegce, two years and return 
oi stolen property; age, 27; nativity, 
American; oecupation, laborer; height, 5 
feet 10 inches; ecmplexion, fair; harr, 
dark brown; eyes, brown. Has wife? 
No. Has father? Yes. Religion? Meth- 
odist. Habits of life? Regular. Educa- 
tion? Common. Reletions? Address 
Mrs. M. C. Eddy, Lyndon, Osage county, 
Kans. Marks, scars. Is a large, strong- 
butit man, weighing 165 pounds. Has a 
thin face, large Roman nose, bushy eye- 
brows and ears stand out straight from 
head. Nose has been broken and the 
iobe of right ear is missing. The letters 
B. D. in India ink on his right arm. A 
Small scar under the right Knee. Small 
scar on left knee. A large round scar 
on left Shoulder blade. Is Pockmarked 
slightly on body and considerably on 
face. Has had smallpox. Conduct whil 
in confinement, good. Discharged, rem 
28, 18833. Allowed good time. ; 

‘*‘In this case it was ordered and ad- 
judged that the judgment be dissolved 
and a new trtal ordered and that defend- 
ant be held for safekeeping until a new 
trial can be had. Reconvicted June 30, 
and trensferred to page 33.’

That is the man who has been nomi- 
nated and confirmed as United States 
marshal for Arizona, and _ republicans 
here think that President Roosevelt, with 
whom Daniels served as a ‘‘Rough Rider,”’ 
must have been tgnorant as to his past. 

When Daniels served his penitentiary 
sentence he lived for two or three years 
at Denver. employed by the most dis- 
reputable bunco men and gamblers and 
was the leader of a ‘brace’ game of 
faro. He afterwards took himself to La 
Junta, Col., where he distinguished him- 
self on one occasion by holding up a faro 
game with a gun and robbing it of $609, 
for which little stunt he was driven out 
of La Junta. 

Daniels then moved on to Cripple 
Creek, alternately served on the police 
force and acted as stool pigeon for the 
crook gamblers of the place. It is un- 
derstood that*an effort will be made to 
have Daniels’ commission withheld un- 
til his past record can be more fully 
venfffated. in the hope that a republican 
can be found f6 serve as mafshal of 
Arizona” who is not a convicted felon. 


Roosevelt Did Not Know. 

It is given out bv his friends that the 
president had no inklings of thfs phase 
of the man’s past, but as this dispatch 
intimates, it was certainly known to 
some people in Washington who might, 
if they love the president as much as 
fhey protest, have placed fhe facts to 
his ears. 

Just what will be done about it is not 
now known. The republican politicians 
of Arizona are understood to resent the 
appointment, and it is possible some of 
them may file charges with the depart- 
ment of justice which will lead to in- 
vestigation and possible removal, though 
how thfs end can be brought about at 
this stage of the proceedings it is diffi- 
cult to understand. Daniels has the com- 
mission, and if he is wise enough to 
carry himself straight as an official, it 
looks as if the republican organization, 
the administration and the people. of 
Arizona will have to stand it.

DISCUSSED BY GOVERNOR 


Plan of Commission Has Avoided In- 
ternal System of Taxation. 
Never a Land Tax Owing 
to the Opposition, 

of Friars. 


Washington, February 6.—Governor 
Taft appeared before the senate commit- 
tee on the Philippines today with the 
intention of taking up the senate Philip- 
pins tariff bill and of devoting his at- 
tention to the revenue and tariff con- 
ditions of the Philippine islands, but be- 
fore beginning with the subject he re- 
plied to a number of questions by Sen- 
ator Carmack bearing upon subjects here- 
tofore covered by the governor in his 
testimony before the committee. 

Mr. Carmack quoted from the reports 
of General MacArthur to the effect that 
there is substantial unity among the 
Filipino people in their opposition te 
the United States. Replying, Governor 
Taft said the commission had not orig- 
inally- accepted the general's conclusion, 
and that the commission’s tour of the 
archipelago had convinced them that 
they were correct in their conclusion. 

“That originally the people of the Phit-- 
ippine islands were most aroused I do 
not doubt,”’ he continuéd, “but the op- 
position does not continue in its gen- 
eral aspect. Since the second election 
of President McKinley the great majori- 
ty of the people of the Philippines have 
been favorable to peace and to the ac- 
ceptance of the sovereignty of the United 
States,.and it will be impossible to con- 
tinue the present guerrilla warfare with- 
Out the system of terrorism that now 
prevails.”’ ° 

Does Not Agree with Bill. 

Governor Taft also said that he dif- 
fered from General Bell on the pojnt 
of genera! desire of the inhabitants to 
maintain hostilities in Batanzgs. He did 
not believe the common people felt so 
inclined, 

Governor Taft

explained the present

He said that the tariff adopted by the 
commission is a spceeific duty amounting 
to from 15 to 30 per cent reduced to an 
ad valorem system, and that the effort 
had been to place the higher fariff on 
luxuries and the lower on necessities, 
thus reversing the Spanish system. 

Regarding the effect of the removal of 
the export duty on hemp from the Phil- 
ippines, Governor Taft said:

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MOUNTING HIGH 


Losses of Great Britain in South 
Africa Are Appalling, 


Total Casualties During the War 
Over.One Hundred Thousand 
Men and Officers—Dutch 
Proposals To Be Sent 
to Boer Chiefs. 


London, February 6.—The war office 
this evening publishes a summary of the 
British losses in South Africa. Up to 
January 31 the total reduction of tne 
forces, from death or permanent disa 
bility, was 25,306 men. 

The total of the casualties, including 
surviving wounded, was 5,240 officers 
and 100,701 men. 

In the house of commons today Mr. 
Balfour, the government leader, an- 
nounced that copies of the correspond- 
ence exchanged between the government 
of The Netherlands and the government 
of Great Britain on the subject of peace 
in South Africa had been mailed to Lord 
Milner, governor of the Transvaal and 
Orange River colonies and high commis- 
sioner of South Africa, who would be 
instructed ito ask Lord Kitchener to com- 
municate the contents to the Boer lead- 
ere in the field. 

Mr. Chamberlain, the colonial secretary, 
added the information that if the leader 
of. the Boer forces proposed. to Lord 
Kitchener negotiations for a settlement 
the proposal would be forwarded for the 
consideration of the government. 


FAMINE THREATENING INDIA.

MURDERER OF MINISTER 
DISAPPOINTED STUDENT

Sofia, Bulgaria, February 6.—M. Kamt- 
cheff, the minister of public instruction, 
was assassinated today in his study by a 
Macedonian who pretended he wanted to 
present a petition. The asgassin subse- 
quently committed suicide by shooting 
himself. 

M. Kamtcheff’s assassin, who had been 
a student at the University of Sofia, was 
appointed to a professorship in a provin- 
cial town. Disappointed at not being as- 
signed to a position at the capital, he 
had threatened to murder M. Kamtcheff. 
The police knew of the man’s threats 
and were also aware that there were 
doubts as to his sanity, but they allowed 
him to secure a private audience of M. 
Kamtcheff and the minister's murder fol- 
lowed. 


RUSSIAN GAME IN MANCHURIA 


China Is Being Pressed To Conclude 
the Convention. 


Pekin, February 6.—-The British, Amer- 
ican and Japerese ministers here have 
renewed their opposition to the Man- 
churian arrangements between China and 
Russia. It is probable that this action 
will result in the further postponement 
of the consummation of this treaty 

The powers opposing the Manchnuritun 
treaty are now beginning to recognize 
the force of the representations of the 
Chinese plenipctentisaries that China is 
making the best terns possible for her- 
self and incidentally for the equal rights 
of the cther nations in China anid are 
shifting their protests to Russia as the 
responsitle party. Paul Lessar, the Rus- 
sian minister here; is endeavoring to 
maintain the trareparent diplomatic 
fiction that the Manghurian treaty and 
the Russo-Chinese bank agreement are 
not related. 

The Russian agents are playing their 
parts with the greatest regard for ap- 
pearances, while M. Lessar is arranging 
the treaty with China. ‘The manager of 
the bank, M. Pccatilio, is negotiating the 
bank agreement* with Wang We Shao. 
The native newspaprs are filled with 
stories that Russia is trying to gain her 
ends by offers cf heavy bribes. 

German remains a disinterested specta- 
tor of the affair. 

Chang Chi Tung, the viceroy of Han- 
kow, and Liu Kun Yi, the viceroy ef 
Nankin, continue their efforts against the 
treaty. They are cooperating with the 
Japanese minister.

This provides that China shall 
build all railways and develop all mines 
in Manchuria.

Mahmoud went to Rome, and the 
sultan requested his expulsion from Italy, 
It was refused, but, Mahmoud proceeded 
to Paris, where he remains in safety. Al) 
the sultan’s blandishments failed to in- 
duce him to return to Constantinople, go 
the criminal] court was instructed to issue 
& warrant for Mahmoud’s arrest, and to 
try the fugitive by default, with the re- 
sult that he was sentenced to death. 


A dispatch to the Associated Press from 
Constantinople, dated December 18, 1899, 
announced trat the flight of the sultan’s 
brother-in-law, Damid Mahmoud Pasha, 
during the previous week, with his wife's 
jewels and aji the money he could col- 
léct, had caused a great sensation there. 
He was accompanied by his two sons, 
Prifte™; Sabaggedit and Luthfalla. 

It was ascertained that Mahmond sail- 
ed for Marseilles on a steamer, and the 
Turkish government telegraphed to the 
French minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Delcasse, asking for the arrest of the 
fugitive on his arrival at Marseilic< and 
his return to Constantinople, on the 
charge fhat he was implicated in a p..x 
to assassinate the sultan. This accusa 
tion, however, was generally discreditea, 
and it was befeved the refugee was the 
victim of ar intrigue. 

A later dispatch from Constantinople 
said that Mahmoud, who intended to stay 
in Paris for a time, declared that the 
charge that he appropriated money and 
accepted bribes was a calumny, and that 
he was being persecuted by political in- 
triguers. Mahmoud announced that he 
dntended to go to London, and that when 
he reached that city he would publish an 
open letter exposing the methods and 
pelicies of Sultan Abdul Hamid, and also 
a brochure entitled ‘“‘Turkey’s Coming 
Downfall.”” Mehmoud is about iifty years 
ctf age. The sultan, aftere Mahmoud's 
flight, decreed the divorce of his sister, 
Seniha Sultana, in consequence of her 
husband's desertion. 

Mahmoud realized 2,000,000 francs just 
before his departure, but his princival 
é€states were confiscated. and he and his 
sons were officially proclaimed renegades 
end -outlaws.

Tonnage Tax in Philippines, 


Consideration of the Philippine tariff 
bill was then resumed. The following 
amendment was offered by Mr. Lodge: 

“That on and after the passage, of this 
act, in addition to any tonnage dues or 
taxes now imposed by the government 
of the Philippine islands, the same ton- 
nage taxes shali be levied, collected and 
paid upon all foreign vessels coming into 
the United Sfates from the Philippine 
archipelago and in addition to any ton- 
nage duties or taxes now imposed by the 
government of the Philippine islands 
upon all foreign vessels except vessels of 
Spain, owned by Spanish gybjects, en- 
gaged in traffic between ports of the 
Philippine archipelago, which are required 
by law to be levied, collected and paid 
upon vessels coming into the United 
States from foreign countries; provided, 
however, that until otherwise provided 
by law the provisions of law restricting 
to vessels of the United States the trans- 
portation of passengers and merchandise 
directly or indirectly from one port of 
the United States to another of the 
United States shall not be applicable to 
foreign vessels engaging i trade be- 
tween the Philippine archipe ago and the 
Umted States. or between ports in the 
Philippine archipelago.”’ 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, a demo- 
cratic member of the Philippine commit- 
tee, inquired what effect the proposed 
amendment would have on the coastwise 
trade, and whether an excellent oppor- 
tunity were not offered now to build up 
and expand American shipping by placing 
the Philippine islands in the same cate- 
ory with our own coastwise trade, so 
hat the inter-island traffic might be 
transferred from foreign to American 
bottoms. 


All Trade in Yankee Bottoms. 

Mr. Lodge replied that he agreed with 
Mr. Patterson’s purpose and he expressed 
the hope that soon all trade would be 
handled in American bottoms, but he did 
not think this was the proper time to ap- 
ply the coastwise navigation laws of the 
United States to the Philippine islands or 
even to say they would be applied later. 
In a short time, however, he Was satis- 
fled, there would be enough American 
vessels in the islands to handle all the 
inter-island trade. 

Mr. Patterson contended that a definite 
time for the application of the commit- 
tee’s amendment ought to be fixed. He 
therefore offered an amendment striking 
out in the first proviso the words ‘‘other- 
wise provided by law’’ and substituting 
the words ‘‘March 1, 1993.’’ 

The amendment was rejected—18 to 34. 

Me. Lodge then offered the followfgg 
amendment as an additional provision of 
section: 

“That the Philippine commission shall 
be authorized and empowered to issue 
licenses to all vessels or other craft now 
engaged in the lighterage or other ex- 
clusively harbor business, but after the 
passage of this act such license, except 
aes herein provided, shall be issued only 
to vessels or other craft built in the 
Philippine islands or in the United States 
and owned by citizens of the United 
States or by inhabitants of the Philip- 
pines.”’ 

Mr. Lodge said that unless some such 
provision as this were adopted the prob- 
ability was that the harbor of Manila 
would be covered with such craft from 
Hong Kong and other Chinese ports, thus 
depriving American owners of lighterage 
boats of the opportunity of doing that 
business. The amendment was adopted. 

Sedition Laws Attacked. 

The sedition laws in force in the Philip- 
pine islands, which had been sént to the 
senate by the secretary of war in re- 
sponse to a resoijiution offered by Mr 
Rawlins, of Utah, several days ago, Were 
1ead in full by the clerk. 

Mr. Foraker sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read sections 5331 to 5338, inclu- 
sive, of the revised statutes of the United 
States dealing with the same offenses. 

Mr. Hoar then spoke briefly upon the 


‘sedition laws enacted by the Philippine 


commission, saying he was sorry that the 
commission had had its act justified. by 
reference to the only harsh and cruel pro- 
visions that were to be found in the 
statutes of the United States.

would have been some modification of 
the acts. 

“IT am: quite ready,” said Mr. Hoar. “‘to 
believe what the renate has said of so 
able and humane a man as Governor 
Taft.” 

Mr. Foraker said he never had heard 
the Philippine acts read until now. He 
was surprised, however, that the senator 
from Massachusctts (Mr. Hoar) should 
be “mentally and morally disturbed” by 
such provisicns as had been read.

“My sympathies are with the Filipinos,” 
shouted Mr. Tillman, pounding his desk 
emphatically. 

‘Undoubtedly they are,’ retorted Mr. 
Foraker. ‘‘And such a flat-footed and un- 
qualified declaration as the senator has 
made would render the Revised Statutes 
applizable-to him if he were not protected 
by his positicn as senator.” 

Mr. Hcar again nterrupting Mr. Foraker 
ond directing attention to the declaration 
in the senate chamber of Thomas Corwin, 
of Ohio. during a debate on the Mexican 
war, that if he were a Mexican he would 
welcome the Americans with bloody 
hands to hospitable graves, inquired if 
the veople of Ohio did not reverence the 
name and memory of Thomas Corwin. 

Mr. Foraker replied that the people of 
Ohio did love to recall the memory of 
Thomas Corwin, but they realized, he 
said, that in that great emergency he 
made a profound mistdke. 

Mr. Rawlins, of Utah, later interrupt- 
ed Mr. Foraker with a question as to the 
sedition laws enacted by the Pnilippine 
commission, and in the course of his fe- 
marks said that Mr. Foraker had de- 
nounced the senator from South Caro- 
lina. 

Mr. Foraker declined to yield further 
fo Mr. Rawlins and declared hotly that 
he had not denounted Mr. Tillman, but 
had merely announced the fact that the 
senator’s utterances on the Philippine 
question would make him liable to the 
statutes of the United States if he were 
not protected by his position. 

Clay Questions Foraker. 

“We are in a fair way,” said he, ‘‘to 
subdue the insurrection in the Philippine 
islands and we will accomplish that end if 
the Filipinos do not get too much en- 
coufigement from mén in and out of con- 
gress.”’ 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia, inquired of Mr. 
Foraker if he had delivered a certain 
address, from which he quoted a para- 
graph, and the Ohio senator replied that 
he had. 

“Does not the senator think,’’ inquired 
Mr. Hoar, “that that utterance would 
render him liable under the laws against 
treason?” 

“IT think not,” replied Mr. Foraker. 
“But tf 1 were guilty of anything under 
that utterance I am sure that the sena- 
tor from Massachusetts would have been 
hanged long ago.’’ (lamughter.) 

“I do not want to be left out of that 
honorable coterie,’ interjected Mr. Till- 
man. 

“Well, we will include you,” said Mr. 
Foraker, laughingly, “if you are anxious 
to be hanged.”’ 

In response to a question from ‘Mr. 
Patterson, of Colorado, Mr. Foraker said 
that there was not a single word in the 
sedition laws adopted by the Philippine 
commission which would enable the au- 
thorities to touch any man who was loyal 
to the United States. 

Mr. Tillman said that he had seen a 
statement from General Chaffee _ that 
practically the entire Philippine popula- 
tion was embued with a hatred of 
Americans. . 

“In- view’ of this statement,”’ said he,

Then, hesitating a few seconds, he con- 
tinue: 

“I'll stop right here, because I can’t 
find a word hot enough to apply to the 
situation.” . 

“TI want to say {6 the senator and te 
the senate,"’ retorted Mr. Foraker, wit 
great vehemence, “that our army will 
never come back from the Philippines 
until it comes back victorious.” 

When Mr. Foraker incidentally referred 
to legislation enacted for Porto Rico ir 
the last congress he was interrupted by 
Mr. Carmack, of Tennessee, who sug- 
gested that the Porto Rican legislation 
followed suSpiciously close after the ap- 
pearance in Washington of a powerful 
lobby interested in that legislation. 

“Oh,” replied Mr. Foraker, “that sug- 
gestion is unworthy of the senator from 
Tennessee It was made in the last con- 
gress, It was charged that the sugar and 
tobacco trusts were interested in that 
legislation for Porto Rico. The charges 
were utter nonsense and have been 
shown to have been by the progress of 
events. That was legislation which has 
brought prospetity to Porto Rico and that 
fact is recognized now by the people 
of the island. Every man who assisted 
in promoting that legislation has reason 
to be proud of his action and every man 
who opposed it, as the sesatcg from Ten- 
nessee did, ought to regret his opposi- 
tion. And so, Mr. President, will it be 
with the legislation which we are now 
providine for th*® Philppines.”’ 

Mr. Hoar concluded the debate and in 
the course of his remarks paid a bril- 
liant tribute to Thomas Corwin, who, jn 
the face of a hostile senate, had uttered 
the sentiments which he had quoted ear- 
lier in the day. It was a great ques- 
tion whether this powerful republig 
should crush the life out of a repub- 
lic modeled after our own government; ft 
was a great question how the slaughter 
of both Filipinos and Americans was to be 
stopped.

dear old southern confederacy, whom the 
writer of this note so pleasantly remem- 
bers?

“WILLIAM R. WHITEHEAD, M.D.” 

The letter was answered by Hon. 
Thomas W. Grimes, Judge Blandfor&’'s 
law partner, who informed him that his 
surmise was correct. 

Judge Blandford had often remarked 
that the man who amputated his arm 
was a Virghhia surgfeon.

Galveston, Tex., February 6.—What is 
clai to be the transfer of the Morgan 
line of steamers from New Orleans to 
Galveston was announced here today 
from New York. C. B. Stubbs, traffic 
manager of the Southern Pacific, has 
been in New York for several days con- 
ferring with Ptesident Harriman. On 
his recommendation the exegutive com- 
mittee acted in line with Mr. Huntington's 
original plans.

Night on Marriage and Divorce 

by Father McKenna. 

The mission services at the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception continue with 
unabated interest and the congregations 
that attend each exercise are only lim- 
ited by the capacity of the church.

He referred to the three kinds of mar- 
riage ceremony—the natural, or that of 
the savages; the civil, or one performed 
by an official acting under the author- 
ity of the state, and the religious cere- 
mony, or that practiced by Christin de- 
nominations, 

He said the Catholic church opposed 
mixed marriages between Catholics and 
those outside the pale of the church on 
the ground that they were dangerous 
to faith and to morals. He spoke of the 
unfairness of such contract, for while 
the Catholic party entered it for Iife it 
was not so binding on the other. who 
might, under the civil law, secure 
divorce at any time on some trumped up 
charge, 

.He dwelt upon the effect of such a 
practice and the unnatural result of this 
setting aside of the holy bonds of matri- 
mony. He characterized the widely prev- 
alent divorce evil in strong terms. The 
Catholic church unites her children in 
faith, hope and love, the ideal marriage, 
the only perfect union. Those who are 
united outside of the church, gaid he, 
enter the state of matrimony, but do not 
embrace the sacrament of matrimony, 
and although the church recognizes the 
union, she does not bestow upon it her 
blessing.

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BAKER NOW IN THE ASYLUM. 


Atlanta Wife Murderer Became Vio- 
lent After Transfer from Coal 
Mines to State Farm. 


James L. Baker, who shot and killed 
his wife in Atlanta in the cpring of 1909, 
and over whom a cec‘ebrated legal fizht 
was waged, is now confined in the state 
insane asylum at Milledgeville, saigto be 
a violent maniac. Baker was sent to :he 
penitentiary last year to serve a _ .ife 
sentence for his crime, but he remained 
in the pen only a few months. 

After hts trial befcre Judge John §8&. 
Candler In fhe criminal superior court 
Baker was sentenced to be hanged. but 
after a hard fight by his  attornys, 
friends and relatives the sentence was 
finally commuted to life imprisonment, 
on the plea of insanity. ‘The state fought 
the case vigorously, contending all along 
that the prisoner was sane. and it was 
enlv by persistent efforts that Baker's 
neck was saved from the noose. 

His case went on record as one of the 
most noted in the criminal annals of the 
state. One of the mest remarkable 
features was that Baker was’ five times 
respited bv Governer Candler. 

Baker was represented by Attorney I.ee 
J. Langley and during the latter part cf 
the contest Attorneys King & Anderson 
were associated with nim. The attorneys 
made a strenucus fight for their clicnt, 
claiming that his mind was unbalanced. 

After the commutation of his sentence 
Baker was sent to the Dade cecal mines. 
He could do very Hittle werk, as one of 
his hands is crippled, and he was rem >ved 
from the mines to the prison farm at 
Milledgeville. After being there for a 
time he Ceveloped a violent form of in- 
sanity and the state, on its own motion, 
had him placed in the asylum.

The Fixing of Police Powers. 

‘ Under the head of “Letters from the 

People” in this issue will be found-an 
interesting communication from Hon. 
James W. English, chairman of the 
board of police commissioners. 

We agree thoroughly with Chairman 
English that Atlanta has possessed 
for many years an excegtionally alert 
and efficient police department. What- 
ever criticism has been visited upon 
it has-been incidental rather than gen- 
eral. Police administration is subject 
to so many contingencies, often sud- 
den, and many of them persistent, that 
sensible men do not expect it aiways 
to exhibit the perfect action of a ship’s 
chronometer. But, as Chairman Eng: 
lish well says, this city has been given 
an enviable repute for its excellent 
police control and conditions of law 
and order. 

Nevertheless, there are weighty 
reasons why the ordinance specifically 
fixing the chief of police as the re- 
sponsible executive head of the force 
should become law. It will delimit the 
functions of both the board of com- 
missioners and the chief of police. It 
will remove the chance of confusion of 
their functions, preventing the one 
from encroaching upon the other, or 
either one finding excuse in the acts 
of the other. It is most desirable that 
each of those authorities should have 
ite sphere of action clearly defined and 
that their inter-relations should be 
rigidly observed. 

If the city could be assured of al- 
ways having at the head of the board 
of commissioners a chairman so well 
equipped as Chairman English—a man 
of sane ideas, of civic devotion, of 
business experience and conservative 
methods—no _ additional legislation 
would be necessary. But we can have 
no such guarantee. Some day Chair- 
man English, or some other citizen 
equally as safe, may be missing from 
the personnel and direction of the 
board. In the evolutions of local poli- 
tics some one might turn up at the 
head of the department who would 
hamper the chief and work chaos in 
the force. While the chief of police 
may be chief in fact, as Chairman 
English Says, “when the chairman vf 
tne board observes his oath,” what 
would he be if, as is possible, the 
chairman should choose to disregard 
or to exceed his oath? 

The time to cure this chance of con- 
fusion in this indispensable depart- 
ment is now. It would be foolish to 
wait until a crisis is forced upon us 
by a deadlock between the board and 
the chief, or by an usurpation upon 
the part of either. 

We repeat that the way of wisdom 
and future security is to clearly de- 


fine the legislative and judicial fune- 
tions of the board and to devolve the 
entire executive responsibility upon 
the chief. Then each of them will 
know what to do and how to do it, 
and conflict between them will scarce- 
ly be possible. Thereby the people 
will get a guaranty of a continuance 
of the efficient and protective: service 
which has heretofore prevailed and 
still exists with Chairman English at 
the head of the board and Chief Ball 
at the head of the force.

AVANA, February 1.—(Special Cor- 
H respondence.)—It is to be hoped 

that our senators and congress- 
men from Georgia will give favorable 
attention to the reciprocity request of 
Cuba, for the question is one of vital 
importance to the island. Cuba’s entire 
future, politically and financially, de- 
pends upon tle: action of congress on this 
matter. She is not begging for anything. 
She Is prepared to return dollar for dol- 
lar which reaches her through feciproci- 
ty, and it is’ an error to regard her 
as a mendicant at the feet of the United 
States. 

She offers in return her trade, 
$70,000,000 per annum, under normal condi- 
tions $150,000,000 per annum, the bulk of 
which would flow from the United States 
existence. 
With the ruin of her agricultural indus- 
tries, naturally follows the ruin of her 
commercial enterprises, without money 
to enable her governiment to live. The 
Tnited States will be under the necessity 
of doing over the work already accom- 
plished, at more cost, more trouble, and 
having difficulties to contend with ‘un- 
Known heretofore. The people, maddened 
by disappointment and suffering, will be 
hard to deal with, and lack of confidence 
in the good will of the Ugjted States will 
render directing the government a thank- 
Tess task. 

Cuba will not be to blame if her new 
zovernment should result in failure, if 
she is forced to organize it under present 
economic conditions. Her existence de- 
pends upon the profits derfved from her 
sugars in especial, tobacco being also a 
powerful adjunct; but the tobacco grower 
is not in as desperate straits as the sugar 
planter. The latter has to spend. on an 
average 2 cents per pound to raise his 
sugar. He has to sack it and pay freight 
alongside ship. The purchaser in New 
York or other ports buys his sugar along- 
side ship. He deducts the tariff duties 
and his own profit and‘ turns the balance 
over to the planter; only at present 
prices there is no balance to turn over 
to the planter. 

The price paid now for sugar by the 
buyer is about 16-10 cents per pound, 
$4.80 for a sack of 300 pounds. A little 
figuring will show that the planter loses 
$1.25 on every sack of sugar sold in the 
States today. The United States tariff 
duties are 168-100 cents per pound, $5. 
per sack. . Plainly, it is better for the 
planter to leave his cane in the field, 
as many are dojng right now, than to 
shiy the sugar at such heavy loss. 
General Wood Urges Concessions. 

General Wood moving heaven and 
earth to secure a concession to the Cuban 
sugar shipper; urging at least a reduc- 
tion of one-third—33 1-3 per cent—of the 
lnited States tariff duties. This granted, 
with prices at the present low point, 
lower than ever known in the suger mar- 
ket, the profit to the planter.is but about 
48 cents per bag, a very smut! margin, in- 
deed, but enough to enable him to live 
until a time when his crop can be gath- 
ered at less expense than now, when he 
has had the cost of replanting, buying 
machinery to replace that destroyed dur- 
ing the war, rebuilding his houses, etc., 
purchasing stock, etc., etc., all of which 
have drained him of his reserved capital, 
and also compelled him to be a heavy 
borrower. 

The Cuban people have accomplished 
much in the three years since the war. 
The planters returned to thelr ruined es- 
tates and worked with energy and abil- 
ity. They have brought the sugar crop 
up to one-third of the maximum output 
of the island, and had prices not fallen 
so low they would have reaped a profit. 
Cuban sugar has to compete with the 
highly protected American product and 
the immense proportion of the bounty- 
fed sugars from Europe. Cuban sugars 
have received no consideration whatever, 
though the United States is pledged by 
all the laws of honor and self-interest to 
establish and maintain a stable govern- 
ment within her borders. 

It is impossible to sever the economic 
question from the political one. Without 
concessions on the part of the’ United 
States, the motive power of the govern- 
ment is left out of consideration and the 
machinery must necessarily stand idle. 

Cuba cannot continue the struggle 
longer, and relief must be granted ‘at 
once. The planters have exhausted their 
resources, and likewise have been forced

Cuba Worse Off Than Before the War 


Cuba is concerned, if the United States 
had kept hands off in the struggle with 
the mother country: for, granting that 
the insurgents could no longer continue 
the struggle for freedom, with the sup- 
pression of the insurrection or revolution, 
Spain would have found it to her interest 


revenues. 

While Spain forced her colonies to 
maintain themselves, besides yielding a 
revenue to the crown, she established 
favorable trade relations between her 
ports and those of the colonies. The 
planter and manufacturer saw his prod- 
uct marketed with some show of profit 
to himself, even in the most disturbed 
State of affairs of government, while in 
return he paid no heavy import duties on 
goods from the mother country. 

The shrewd Spanish merchant initiated 
a modus operandi by which the Cuban 


raw or manufactured, of other countries, 
without paying a JFuinous duty, in that 
through treaty relations foreign goods 
shipped to Spain were reshipped to Cuba 
in Spanish vessels, passing through the 
customs under the tariff permitted ar- 
ticles from the mother country. 

For instance, many Americans were 
Surprised when coming to Havana to find 
sewing machines which retailed in the 
United States at from $45 to $50 and up- 
ward, selling in Havana for less than 
half that amount. The New Home ma- 
chine, which has sold for years at #46 
cash, sells here for 3 centenes, something 
under $15 cash. The Singer, Domestic, 
and other makes of machine selling at 
proportionately low figures. 

Laces and linens and a few other lines 
of goods were much cheaper here tha 
in the states, while shoes were Yer 
markably lower in price, the shoes of 
Spain as a rule stocking the market. 
In revising the tariff schedule of the is- 
land, the United States failed to make 
any alterations favorable to the commerce 
of the island, abolishing the duties for- 
merly paid on Spanish goods, and put- 
ting these on a par with imports from 
other countries. It is true that on bread- 
stuffs from the United States, machinery 
for railroads and a few other items the 
duties are lower than in former years, 
but a balance was not @truck of suffi- 
clent value to make the importer realize 
the same profit as formerly under the 
tariff’ schedule of Spain. The United 
States has done nothing to relieve the 
financial stringency naturally the result 
of the war and on the eve of evacuaéging 
the island the American will leave things 
in a fearful condition, in fact, the last 
state will be worse than the first. 

Havana Redeemed to Health. 

The administration during the tinfe of 
intervention has been without a parallel 
in the accomplishigwent of necessary re- 
forms and the institution of important 
innovations. The administration has 
cleaned up the island, has made of San- 
tiago, Havana and other cities, once 
reeking with disease, among the health- 
iest in the world. The work of sanita- 
tion has paved the way to enable our 
southern seacoast, from New Orleans to 
Norfolk, safe from infection from Cuba. 
With Cuba free of yellow fever germs, 
there is no reason why our southern 
ports should be closed six months of 
the year. With these open ports would 
arise increased activity in the inland 
cities. Simultaneously with the closing 
of the southern ports comes the dull 
season of the north and west. Mills are 
running on half time or suspended; mines 
are cutting wages apd deplting their 
forces; railroads are laying off scores 
of workmen and clerks, their empty 
cars. piling up along the roads. 
the dullness of the manufacturing inter- 
ests necessarily follow loss of trade for 
the dealers, stagnation in business 
throughout hundreds of cities and towns. 
It is well for the American to pause a 
moment and contemplate the ideal con- 
ditions following the possibility of busi- 
ness activity throughout the year,

Our Responsibility Is Vast. 

Under the Platt amendment the United 
States guarantees to Cuba the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a stable gov- 
ernment, and that guarantee implies 
much. It implies that she must give Cuba 
the opportunity to support the govern- 
ment, and in no way but through trade 
relations, just and necessary for Cuba, 
can that duty be fulfiNed. 

The United States ought to realize that 
{tt undertook a vast respcnsibility in free- 
ing Cuba from the only government she 
had ever known. It is like adopting a 
child, taking it awey from its parents 
and then leaving it to shift for itself. 
Common justice and common self-respect 
should prevent a man doing that.

It will be found absolutely impossible to 
bring the democratic party into any sem- 
blance of ‘unity in favor of a policy look- 
ing to the surrender by the United States 
of its sovereignty Philippines. 
The question of our retention of the 
Philippines—perhaps the most important 
question this nation has dealt with since 
the reconstruction era—was decided final- 
ly and for all time when the senate, by a 
two-thirds vote, confirmed the treaty 
which transferred the archipelago to our 
sovereignty, and the house of representa- 
tives ratified that vote by passing an ap- 
rropriation of $20,000,000 as the consider- 
ation to Spain for the surrender of her 
ancient title. Other millions by the hun- 
dreds have gone to the defense of our 
flag in those islands, and, what is of more 
importance, thousapds of our young men 
have laid down their Jives in that cause. 
Cost what it may, we shall end the insur- 
rection, shall establish order, shall do all 
that can be done to give the Filipinos 
good government, in which they will take 
as jarge a part as they may be found ca- 
pable of exercising. But there will be no 
abandonment of our sovereignty, and 
those democrats in congress who are ad- 
vocating surrender as a party issue are 
making one of those neediess blunders 
which have marked the course of that 
party for a long time.

One Efficient Police Force. 


Editor Constitution: I read with some In- 
terest your edftorial on what you conceive the 
duties of the chief of police of Atlanta should 
be. That you may know his duties under the 
charter and rules adopted for his govern- 
ment and the government of the police force 
generally and the board of police commission- 
ers, I have taken the liberty of handing you 
herewith a book containing the rules governing 
this department. 

These rules are strictly in accordance with 
the charter and are compiled from the tules 
governing the police force in the most pro- 
greesive cities in the country. 

You wil) especially notice that the chief of 
police is the chief executive officer of the de- 
partment, and is chief in fact as well as in 
name when the chairman of the board observes 
his oath. 

For your further information I will state 
that it is not the custom of the chief to cal] 
on the chairman of the board except In emer- 
gency cases that are not provided for in the 
rules. In my connection of twenty years with 
the department, a good portion of that time 
as chairman of the board, I have yet to iseue 
an order to the chief of police to 46 or not to 
do anything, or to assign men to their beats or 
make any changes In their watches. This is 
a matter which is entirely controlled by the 
chief and his captains. 

I have been freyuently called upon in emer- 
gency cases not provided for in the rules and 
have felt it my duty to advise him to act as 
I would have acted myself were I placed in 
his positien. 

Whe-> these rules are properly enforced it 
surely results to.the city’s good and it is m 
evidence that they have been enforced by our 
police force. While the force is small they 
have been faithful and vigilant and there has 
lever been a public outbreak in Atlanta, or 
any great disturbance of the city’s peace and 
quiet which cannot be said of every city, even 
of those which have only a white population, 
while we have one-third population of negroes. 
Yet we have never had any great disturbance 


of our peace and quiet. Yours very truly,

He communicated with the po- 
lice and then the “poor widow's’ confes- 
sion followed. 

The story which apeared in The Consti- 
tution about the ‘“‘poor widow” is now re- 
called, or ‘‘killed,”” as ig said in printer's 
parlance; the kind-hearted gentleman 
who sent her $2 can get his money re: 
funded py calling on the chief of police; 
the charitable ladies who interested them- 
selves in the case can save their charity 
for the future, and the public who sympa- 
thized with the “poor widow” with three 
children can bottle up their Sympathy for 
a while. 


Tells Why She Ran Away. 

Mrs. William Bates gives as her excuse 
for imposing on the police and the public 
a husband’s failure to provide for her and 
ter childrgn, but this is denied by Bates. 
tie says his wife ran away without cause 
apd that before she left she smashed 
nearly everything he had in the house. 

Mrs. Bates was once a genuiné widow, 
when she was Mrs. G. W. Blackburn. 
She had three children when she married 
Bates last Christmas. Since her seconé 
marriage she has been living with her 
husband on the Howells mill road, about 
6 miles from the city.

ORGANIZATION GREW 
FROM CHAMBER COMMERCE 


Representative Business Men and 
Manufacturers Hope To Relieve 
Rate Discrimination Against 
Atlanta—Will Be No 
Capital Stock.

-Appiication for a charter for the At- 
lanta Freight Bureau was filed yesterday 
with Deputy Clerk Harrison, of the su- 
perior court. The organization was per- 
fected a few daye ago in the chamber of 
ecmmerce and has for its object the se- 
curing of more favorable freight rates fur 
Atlanta. . 

The incorporators are a large number 
of representative business men and man- 
ufacturers of the city, whv hope to re- 
lieve, by the working of such a strong 
organization as the Atlanta Freight Bu- 
reau, the discrimination against this city 
in the matter of freight rates. The cor- 
poration wil] have no capital stock, as it 
is d@ public enterprise and will not be 
operated for pecuniary gain to the incor- 
porators. 

Those interested in the corpuration are 
ccmfident that it will be able to accom- 
plish much good and secure for Atlanta 
what has been a long-felt need—lower 
freight rates. If such is accomplished 
great benefit will accrue to the city. It 
is stated that not only will reduced rates 
prove beneficial to the city, merchants 
and shippers, but that it will also work 
to the interest of the transportation com- 
panics. - 

It ‘s believed that the business men ani 
manufacturers of the city, organized, car 
accomplish the desired end ard that At- 
lanta will be freed from any discrimina- 
tion. The -orporation hopes to be able 
to secure favorable rates throughout the 
territory immediate to Atlanta and rates, 
equal with other cities, to long distance 
points. The corporation will work on the 
jdea that the interest of the shipper and 
the carrier is similar and that if a re- 
duction of rates will benefit the shipper 
it will as well benefit the carrier. 

The application will be acted on after 
the expiration of time required by :aw-— 
thirty days. When the charter is grant- 
ed, formally incorporating the organiza- 
tion, then active work will likely begin.

SARPY HAPPY IN 


SPITE OF PRISON 


His Habeas Corpus Petition To Be 
Heard by Judge Newman Today. 


STILL ASSERTS INNOCENCE 


He Does Some Wonderful Tricks for 
Amusement of Those at the. 
Barracks, and Has a Way 
of Making Money 
Disappear. 


There was never such a prisoner at the 
police barracks before as Edmond J. 
Sarpy, the young man wo is being held 
on the charge of collecting money on 
forged or raised contracts for advertise- 
ments in a bogus business guide. He is 
jovial to hilarity, and when he is not 
laughing and talking he is entertaining 
his fellow prisoners or the barracks at- 
taches with some very wonderful sleight- 
of-hand tricks. 

The charge against Sarpy is a sort of 
double-barreled arrangement. It might 
be enough to charge a man with securing 
advertisements for a fake book, but he 
ts not only charged with that, but it is 
also charged he collected more than th¢ 
contracts called for in the bogus adver- 
fising scheme by altering the figures, 
makjng it a case of forgery. 

Sarpy was -arraigned in the recorder’s 
court on the city charge of doing busi- 
ness without a license. It was thought 
while he was held on that charge the 
more serious case could be further worked 
up by thie detectives. He was fined $100 
for not having a license and was sent 
to the city chaingang for thirty days. 
While he was serving his sentence his 
attorney went before Judge Newman for 
a writ of habeas corpus. Sarpy was or- 
dered held in the city prison until the 
habeas corpus proceedings might be tried. 
He was accordingly taken from the chain- 
gang and is at the police barracks. The 
habeas corpus case is to be heard by 
Judge Newman tomorrow morning, when 
it will be claimed that it is in violation 
of the constitution’ of the United States 
to charge a license for collections in one 
state when the business is done in an- 
other. 

Sarpy Is Feeling Good. 

But Sarpy does not appear to be wor- 
ried about the outcome of any of the 
charges against him. He seems to be as 
‘happy as a big sun flower.”’ 

“How em I feeling?’’ he exclaimed last 
night. ‘“‘Why, I never felt in a _ better 
humor in all my life. I am treated well 
by the officials and I have all J want to 
eat and smoke.” 

He is improving in health and looks 
fatter and rosier than when first locked 
up. 

It is his wonderful tricks, however, that 
make Sarpy such an unusual and inter- 
esting prisoner. He can place a dime in 
the palm of his hand and make it dis- 
appear while you are looking at it. Then 
he will tell you to look on the top of 
his hat. The dime will be found safely 
resting in the crease of his black felt 
hat, but how it got there no one can 
tell. He can make a silver dollar go 
further tAan a miser and quicker than 
a spendthrift. The money slips away 
from hYm and is afterwards found in all 
sorts of queer places about the _ city 
prison. 

“If I just had the paraphernalia,” he 
says, “I could make a Chinese juggler 
ashamed of himself.’’ 

When asked how he could be so happy 
and pleasant behind the bars, he replied: 

“It is the happy Knowledge of inno- 
cence. I know I will come out all right. 
Right crushed to earth is bound to rise 
again. I have done nothing wrong and 
am the victim of a rascal. I am sorry 
the detectives have been to so much use- 
less trouble on my account, and if thev 
will only catch the guilty party I shall 
be satisfied.’’

Futures in Liverpool 
were up | to 2 points and spot cotton was Up 
1-32d, whereas no change was looked for by 
the local trade. Manchester stated that ex- 
pert trade in goods was at ful] tide, and that 
home consumption was all that could be de- 
sired. The contifgent, too, reported excellént 
trade conditions in manufactured goods. Next 
in order after the cables were receipts. The 
ports gave promise once more of falling short 
of those for the same «day last year. Not 
only did interior towns report a shortage, but 
gave very large shipmente much of which 
were at the expense of reserve stocks, ‘hus 
indicating a light ‘‘in-sight’’ movement at the 
end of the week. Sport centers of the soutn 
told of eager demand from mills. No fault 
could be found with the weather, and this 
led to the belief that all. the small receipts 
were due more to actual scarcity of supplies 
than to the sleet and rain storm of last week. 
In harmony with other influences the official 
estimates for tomorrow's New Orleans and 
Houston receipts pointed to a serious decrease 
under those of the same day last year. Then 
official telegrams from southern spot markets 
reflected smaller offerings, increased demand 
and higher prices. The feature of the fluctu- 
ations was the closing of the reach between 
March and May and the narrowing of the 
difference between these two options and the 
July position. The market closed steady witn 
prices net 4 to 9 points higher.

PROF. G. R. GLENN ANNOUNCES. 
TATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER G. 
R. GLENN yesterday issued his for- 
mal announcement to the public as a can- 
didate for reelection. 

Professor Glenn takes up the status of 
the public school system and reviews it 
in detail. He shows what has been ac- 
complished under his § administration. 
States he is against the uniformity of 
text books and stands squarely upon his 
record.

To the People of Georgia:

Through the kind- 


ij ness of your suffrage expressed at the ballot 


box, I have been twice called to administer 
the office of state school commissioner. [ 
would be recreant to the sentiment of gratitude 
did I not say that your repeated expres- 
sions of confidence have been an incentive to 
the faithful discharge of the important duties 
involved in the administration of the public 
school system of your state. 

Recognizing that “‘a publie office is a public 
trust,’’ I have made annual reports of my of- 
ficial acts to your chosen representatives, and 
endeavored to so execute your laws and adminis- 
ter the affairs of the office as to merit their 
favor and your approval. 

Review of School System. 

In again soliciting your support it will not 
be amiss for me to hastily review the history 
of your public school system, so that the 
principlesof democratic government, upon which 
your present. system is based, may be more 
firmly implanted in the hearts and minds of the 
young manhood of our grand old state, Geor- 
gia, the true Empire State of the South in ed- 
ucational as well as material resources. 

Republican Doctrine. 

The state constitution of 1867 adopted by 
the republican convention, provided as follows: 

“The general assembly shall have the power 
to appropriate money for the promotion of 
learning and science, and to provide for the 
education of the people.’’ 

Under the provision of this constitution the 
republican legislature in 1870 passed an act 
authorizing the beginning of the present school 
system. This act centralized, in the state 
board of eduration, power to direct with abso- 
lute: authority the entire management of the 
system. Under this act the county authori- 
ties had practically no voice in the 
of the schocls. In the matter of text-books, 
the act provides: = 

‘That th. state board of education shall pre- 
scribe from time to time what text-books and 
Looks of reference shall be used in the com- 
mon schools of the state.’ 

This provision was entirely in keeping with 
the republican theory and the genera! princi- 
eentralization and paternalism that 
the republican party at that

time. 
Democratic Doctrine. 

In 1872 the state passed from the control of 
the republican. party into the hands of the 
democratic party. One of the first acts of 
the demozratic legislature was to repeal the 
republicen centralizing features of the public 
school system and substitute therefor the great 
Jeffersonian democratic doctrine of home rule 
and self-government. The very first section 
of the democratic act reads as tollows: 

‘That the word ‘state’ in the first and fourth 
lines of the fifth section of said act be stricken 
therefrum and the word ‘country’ substituted in 
place thereof.’’ (Act 1872.) That is to say, 
the authority the republicans wanted in the 
stste board of education was taken away from 
the state board and vested in the county 
board of education. 

The incubus of republican centralization and 
paternalism, by this act of a democratic leg- 
islature having been removed from your sys- 
tem. its control and management (so far as the 
adoption of text-books and local management 
was concerned) was placed in the rands of five 
representative citizens in each county chosen 
by twenty-three ‘‘upright and intelligent citi- 
gens” thereof. Your public school system took 


on a new growth and has continued to grow,

Statesmanship of 1872 Indorsed by 
Legislature of 1901. 


Repeated efforts have been made under the 
guise of ‘‘uniformity of text-books’’ to wrest 
from the people of each county the control of 
their local schoc! affairs. But your democratic 
legislatures have been true to the democratic 
thecry entrusted to them by such statesmen as 
Senator A. O. Racon. Rev. W. PD. Anderson, 
Hon. J. H. McWhorter, Judge W. M. Reese, 
Judge James R. Brown, Hon. Milton Candler, 
Hon. M. V. Estes, Judge Georre Hillyer, Hon. 
Columbus Heard. Judge C. CC. Kibbe. Congress- 
man R. E. Lester, Chief Justice T. 4 Sim- 
mons, Hon. W. P. Mathewz, Hon.- Joseph B. 
Cumming and many others of equal distinc- 
tion. These gentlemen were members of the 
legislature of 1872. Every effort to induce 
the Gecergia lerislature to adopt the old re- 
publican theory has been signally defeated. At 
the session cf the legislature of I90I1 efforts 
were renewed to engraft the republican doc- 
trine on the school law. The bill embodying 
the scheme was killed in the committee on 
education by a dectsive vote of 20 to 58. 

Georgians, I would not be true to you nor 
just to myself did 1 not declare my convic- 
tion that my persistent efforts to faithfully 
execute this democratic trust of loca] control 
in school affairs and preserve it untarnished 
my successor have pro- 
voked nine-tenths of any adverse criticism that 
have been uttered against my adminis- 
tration. 

Statistics Showing Growth of System 

The democratic school system began under 
Dr. Orr with an enrollment of 76,157. At the 
close of his administration in 1886 the enroll- 
ment was 309,594. Judge Hook followed Dr. 
Orr, end at the close of his administration the 
school enrollment was 342,496. Captain Brad- 
well followed Judge Hook and at the close of 
his administration the school enrollment was 
377.571. The last official figures of my ad- 
ministration are for the year 1900, when the 
school enrollment was 429,275. The school 
pepulation the first year of Dr. Orr’s adminis- 
tration was 366.388. The school population 
for 1898 was 660,870. The school fund at 
the beginning of Dr. Orr’s administration was 
$250,000. At the close of his administration 
it was $312,292. At the close of Judge *Hook’s 
administration it was $638,656. At the close 
of Captain Bradwell’s administration. it was 
$937,871. The school fund for the present 
sear is $1,538,955. These statistical figures 
show how the school system has steadily grown 
under the democratic administration of the 
Jeffersonian theory. 


Every Dollar for Schools Goes Back 
Into the Pockets of People. 


The school commissioner can make no laws. 
He can only enforce such laws as are passed 
by the general assembly. He can spend only 
such meney as the general assembly provides 
for the maintenance of the school. For the 
last seven years I have endeavored honestly, 
intelligently and fearlessly to carry out \the 
law, The record I have made in executing the 
law is the only platform I can have. The 
success or the failure of the-+general system 
cannot be ascribed to any one man. Every 
fair-minded man must admit that the public 
school system of Georgia is growing more 
and more efficient each year and I think I may 
modestly claim some share in this noble work. 
The record of school house building for the 
last seven years, the increased efficiency and 
growing power among the teachers, the en- 
larging school attendance, the manifest inter- 
est in public education on the part of the 
masses make an important part of the edu- 
cational history of the’state. The credit for 
whatever has been done belongs not only to 
school boards, school superintendents, prin-- 
cipals and patrons, but also to the humblest 
teacher and the smallest child of the system. 
Let it be remembered that every dollar the 
legislature has appropriated for schools has 
gone :mmediately back into the pockets of the 
people. 

In conclusion, permit me to add I have ma@e 
hundreds of addresses on education in all sec- 
tions of the state; I have visited hundreds of 
schools in the rural districts with a view to 
ascertaining their’ efficiency or inefficlency. I 
have appealed to the people and to the legis- 
lature for a generous support of the schools. 
The people themselves are, therefore, now 
the best judges of my success or failure. 
Grateful for the continued confidence of my 
fellow citizens as manifested by their support 
during the last three terms, I again offer for 
the hcnor of state school commissioner, subject 
to the action of the primary election to be 
ordered by the state democratic committee.
